RESPONSE 



Sir: 



In response to the requirement for an election of species as set forth in the Office Action 
dated May 4, 2005, the applicant provisionally elects the species of Figures 1-4, in the event no 
generic claim is found to be allowable. 

The Office Action asserts that Figures 2, 3, and 4 constitute patentably distinct species 
(Figure 1 is not referenced in the species election requirement). This assertion, however, is 
respectfully submitted to be erroneous. In particular, the specification of this application makes 
clear that Figures 1-4 depict the same embodiment of the present invention, with Figure 1 
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depicting the embodiment in a perspective view in use clamping a bundle of sinuous wires, while 
Figures 2, 3 and 4 respectfully depict top, side, and front views of the same clip device of Figure 
1 . Hence, there is no basis for requiring the applicant to elect as between Figures 2, 3, and 4. 
The applicant submits further that each of Claims 1-3, 6, and 8-15 read on the elected species.
